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Israelis 
take U.N. 
positions 

BEIRUT. April 9 (AP) — Israeli troops in 
armored personnel carriers rolled across 
Lebanon’s southern border Wednesday and 
set up positions within U JM. controlled areas, 
the spokesman for the U.N. Interim Force in 
Lebanon reported here. 

Samir San bar said five armored personnel 
carriers moved into UNIFIL’s Irish area of 
operations at Beit Yahoun and Qounin. 
respectively seven and eight kilometers north 
of tbe Israeli border, at 0915 local time 
(0715GMT). 

Sanbar declined to say why the Israelis 
moved in. But Western diplomatic sources 
with daily contact with UNTFIL said the 
Israeli move appeared to be pan of new 
measures to combat Palestinians resistance 

Diplomafic sources here said Israeli troops 
also established military presence at a 
Ghanaian-held U.N. area about 10 kilomet- 
ers east of positions established at the Irish 
area. 1 

The sources identified the eastern point of 
the Israeli deployment as Shakra, which is 1 .5 
Idlometers within the UNIFLL zone. 

Sanbar declined to comment on the 
deployment in Shakra. where the diplomats 
said nearly 100 Israeli troops were very much 
in evidence and digging in. 

IsraeB spokesmen contend the raiding 
party managed to slip through a pass between 
the Irish held areas into Misgav Am. 

The raid was mounted by the Iraqi-backed 
■ Arab Liberation Front, one of the eight 
major groups that make up the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization. 

The ALF said one purpose for the raid was 
to .protest U.S. President Jimmy Carter's 
endeavor with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and Begin to break a deadlock over 
proposed plans for Palestinian autonomy in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank and Gaza. 

Israel has dropped hints that it win retali- 
ate. 

, .• Diplomats here said between 25 and 30 
Israeli troops were digging in near Beit 
Yahoun and Qounin. Sanbar said two Israeli 
carriers took up positions near Qounin and 
Two near Tiri. less than a kilometer southwest

-V Israel and its right-wing Lebanese Christ- 
ian allies. who control a 10- kilometer- wide 
salient along the 5 9- mile border, claim 
UNIFJL has been unable to check com- 
mando movement through U.N. lines.

A statement issued by the foreign ministry 
here said the decision was made in the light of 
Sudanese- Iraqi contacts and in the interests 
of solidarity in the Arab region. Suna said. 

Last week Iraq announced it had decided 
to resume diplomatic relations with Sudan 
‘ following the delivery ot a message to Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein from Sudanese 
President Jaa:nr Numeiri.

Ethiopian leader 
said visiting 
Sudan in May 

KHARTOUM, April 9 (AFP) — Ethio- 
pian President Mengistu Haile Mariam is 
expected to visit neighboring Sudan next 
month to attend the anniversary celebration 
of the revolution that brought President 
J aafa r Numeiri to power, the government 
magazine Sudanow said Wednesday. 

It added that the visit “would seem to indi- 
cate that tbe two countries are well on the 
road to good neigh boriiness.” 

The magazine did not specifically refer to 
cool relations between the two commies over 
the last three years sparked by the Eritrean 
problems, but observers pointed out that this 
would be the first such visit by a leading Etfri- 
pian official during the period. 

Sudanow said of the impending visit that"it 
is especially important to note that improved 
relations with Ethiopia will be crucial in 
determining our future ties with Egypt.” 

“Emphasis given to security links in our 
dealings have perhaps distorted our relations 
in other spheres," it added. 

The magazine pointed out that “priority 
was given to the signing in February 1977 of 
the joint military pact (between Sudan and 
Egypt) an agreement made against a back- 
ground of apprehension about Ethiopia's 
intentions towards Sudan and Nile waters." 


U.N. opens 
debate on 
Palestine 

Israelis break up 
Arab demonstration 

UNITED NATIONS. April 9 ( AP) — The 
UJN. Security Council opened its fourth 
meeting on Palestinian rights at 1 2:34 a.m. 
(1634 GMT) Wednesday. - 

The council resumed debate on Palestinian 
rights after an effort Tuesday to postpone the 
meeting until July failed. 

Western members of the council had 
sought to put off discussion of the issue, 
including the right of Palestinians to a State of 
their own. in view of the current Israeli- 
Egyptian talks on Palestinian self-rule. 

The first speaker in the meeting. Soviet 
ambassador Oleg A. Troyanovsky, referred 
to the U.S. reversal of its March I vote for 
dismantling Israeli settlements in occupied 
Arab territory. 

He called that measure “a small step" and 
said even it was “too much for the United 
States." 

Other speakers were the representatives of 
Bangladesh, East Germany. Bahrain. 
Morocco, Vietnam and the PLO. 

Bangladesh Ambassador Abul Ahsan 
accused Israel of pursuing “its own interna- 
tionally denounced prescription for peace 
through a policy that is the very antithesis of 
peace." 

He raid the council could, no longer 
“ignore-.the critical issue of Palestine and 
the rights of the Palestinian people without 
imperiling peace and compounding injus- 
tice." 

Referring indirectly to the United States, 
Ambassador Salman Al-Saffar of Bahrain 
said “the negative position of one of its per- 
manent members” prevented the Security 
Council from adopting measures to end 
Israer s occupation ctf Arab territories. 

In another development Israeli occupation 
troops broke up two Palestinian demonstra- 
tions in the. West Bank Wednesday, a two 
. Arab mayors from- the occupied lentrory 
were acquitted on charges of assaulting an 
Israeli policeman. 

The charges against the nationalist mayors. 
Ibrahim Tawil of el Bireh and Kerim Khalaf 
of Ramallah, stemmed from a scuffle in 
November 1 978 outside a courtroom where 
West Bank Palestinians were contesting 
expropriation of their land. The mayors said 
the charges were politically motivated. 

In Ramallah, five miles north of Jerusalem, 
scores of high school students blocked roads, 
burned tires and hurled stones before troops 
stopped the protest, arresting a number of 
' students.

Khomei ni predicts fall 
of Iraq’s government 


TEHRAN, April 9 (Agencies) — Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini Wednesday attacked Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein and predicted 
that Iraq's ruling Baathist regime would be 
“thrown into the dustbin of history like the 
regime of the Shah." 

The Ayatollah's message followed worsen- 
ing relations between Iran and its neighbor, 
including border clashes and the expulsion of 
Iranian nationals by Baghdad. 

The message called on Iranians and their 
government to give the deportees, “victims of 
the American plot and the hand of the 
Baath.” an “honorable life" after their expul- 
sion. 

The Iraqi regime was mistaken in believing 
that being Arab was better than being Islamic 
because tire Arab people would dcl^nd Islam 
against its enemies, tbe message added. 

“Our Arab brothers should know that we 
are fighting their enemies with the Iraqi 
Baathist regime at their head, that wc are the 
friends of their friends and we share their 
difficulties." 

Tbe message came as 3,000 deponces 
vycre reported arriving in Iran. 

Iran's Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotb- 
zadeh. claiming Iraq is an American stooge, 
announced Wednesday that: “we have 
derided to overthrow the Baathist regime" in 
Baghdad, according to Tehran radio. 

Ghotbzadeh also accused President Hus- 



sein of being “America’s agent." This ran 
counter to the generally accepted view that 
Hussein's socialist government is one of the 
most anti-American in the Middle East. 

Tehran radio quoted the foreign minister 
as telling reporters: “We are determined to 
overthrow the Baathist regime of Iraq” and 
“are prepared for any confrontation against 
their acts of sabotage." 

“ Any country supporting America in prac- 
tice must face action similar to that Iran has 
taken against America." the radio quoted 
Ghotbzadeh as saying. 

Iran on Monday pulled its diplomats out of 
Baghdad, the Iraqi capital, and on Tuesday- 
shut down the Iraqi News Agency and the 
office of Iraq's diplomatic representative in 
Tehran. 

Tehran radio claimed Iraqi forces were 
attacking sporadically with both heavy and 
light weapons in the Qasr-E-Shirin area of 
Kermanshah province in hilly northwest Iran, 
about 110 miles northeast of Baghdad. 

The radio said one Iraqi border post was 
destroyed. In the same area the radio 
reported Iraqi artillery attacks Monday and 
Tuesday, and said Iranian troops and 
revolutionary guards had struck back across 
the border. 

In Baghdad, the official Iraqi News 
Agency, IN A, quoted Saddam Hussein as 
saying; “He who tries to stretch a finger 
against Iraq will lose that finger." 

On Sunday, Iraq sent a letter to U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim demand- 
ing Iran withdraw its troops from three 
islands west of the strait of Honnuz through 
which much of the world’s oil flows. 

The islands of Abu Mousa, the Greater 
Tumb and Smaller Tumb were conquered by 
Iranian forces in 1971 after Britain termi- 
nated a defense treaty with the Gulf states 
that controlled the islands. Iraq is demanding 
that Iran return the islands to the United 
Arab Emirates.

Carter 
meet in 
secret 

Autonomy talks 
gain no progress

WASHINGTON, April 9 — Former 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan met 
secretly here last week with President Carter 
to discuss the Palestinian autonomy talks. 
Arab News has learned. 

At the half-hour meeting with the presi- 
dent Dayan recommended that, if the aut- 
onomy talks fail. Israel should proceed to 
implement its own plan for Palestinian aut- 
onomy, U .S. sources said. 

During the meeting, which was held at the 
White House at the end of last week. Carter 
and Dayan discussed the possibility of success 
for the autonomy negotiations, Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin s stand on auton- 
omy. and the question of how serious the 
Begin government is about the negotiations. 

The U.S. president wanted to meet with 
Dayan alone, hut the former foreign minis ter 
insisted that Israeli Ambassador Ephraim 
Evron take pan in the session, sources said. 
Dayan wanted Evron to witness the meeting 
to avoid the possibility of later being charged 
with “stabbing the Begin government in the 
back." the sources added. 

During the meeting. Caner asked Dayan 
what should be done if the current U.S.- 
Egyptian- Israeli autonomy talks reach a 
dead-end. according to the sources. 

‘ Dayan was quoted as saying in reply; “In 
that case. Israel should proceed by itself in 
establishing autonomy in the West Bank and 
Gaza." 

Dayan's meeting with Carter was arranged 
by Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, who had 
earlier discussed the same topics with the 
former foreign minister. 

After hearing what Dayan had to say on 
autonomy. Vance quickly arranged for a 
meeting with the president. 

Carter and Sadat devoted much of their 
summit talks to the escalating crisis in the 
Gulf region and discussed a NATO-style 
regional security pact in the Arab Middle 
East to counter Soviet expansion, authorita- ' 
tive U.S. sources said Wednesday. 

Sadat told Caner Egypt would be willing to 
join such a pact, provided the U.S. solved the 
Palestinian problem to the satisfaction of the 
Arab states, the sources said. 

The security pact, a concept floated by the 
United States on previous occasions, would 
ideally include such countries as Syria. Jor- 
dan, Iraq, Egypt, Saudi Arabia and other 
Gulf states.

ISLAMABAD, April 9 (AP) — Afghan 
freedom fighters recaptured the city of Kama 
in the eastern province of Kunar Tuesday 
following two days of battle with Aghan gov- 
ernment’ troops, an Afghan Muslim group in 
Pakistan said.

Western visitors returning from Soviet cen- 
tral Asia have reported signs of increasing

The visitors, who dccimed to be identified 
by name, said they also saw indications of the 
busv transfer of Soviet troops in and out cf 


the area and spotted exhausted, grimy young 
soldiers wearing packs and bayonets at the 
railroad station in the city of Tashkent. 

The Western reports come amid continu- 
ing silence in the Soviet press about Soviet 
casualties in Afghanistan and little official 
reference to any military action by the Red 
Army. 

Most Soviet reports speak of' Moscow's 
troops performing logistical and other 
unspecified “support" for Afghan troops in 
combat. A report last Friday by the Soviet 
Novosti news agency, however, revealed a 
“recent" firefight bcLween Muslims and a 
Soviet- Afghan patrol. The travelers, whose 
reports could not be independently con- 
firmed, said there were signs of intense milit- 
ary activity in Tashkent, a city of 0.8 million 
people about 400 kilometers north of the 
Soviet-Afghan border. 

They said they saw troops outfitted for bat- 
tle at the Tashkent railroad station. 

"They were still wearing those heavy over- 
coats and were very, very dirty," one of the 
visitors said. “Their fatigues were dirty. Their 
officers looked the same, with battle- style 
insignia ou their uniforms.’* 


They said another group of soldiers 
appeared more seasoned, was dean and fit 
and played pinball machines at the station. 

A military hospital in Tashkent, the visitors 
said, was “extremely active, with more than 
1 00 bandaged soldiers wandering around the 
garden in blue pajamas." 

They said some of the young men had their 
heads, eyes and arms bandaged and that 
ambulances left the facility in a 40- minute 
period. 

At Tashkent, the visitors, who were in the 
dty in the last week of March, reported that 
Soviet troops moving in and out appeared to 
be of European origin, as opposed to the 
Soviet central Asian troops that appeared to 
be heavily involved in the first months of the 
Red Army presence in Afghanistan. 

Western sources have spoken previoulsy of 
an apparent shift to European units in 
Afghanistan, including many men apparently 
rotated from Eastern Europe. 

There have been several previous reports 
of injured Soviet soldiers in Tashkent and 
elsewhere in Soviet central Asia, but the lat- 
est accounr suggested that the wounded now 
are more numerous.

Jeddah's traffic prison played host to 
our car and driver last week. 

I don t object to the law. for I respect it 
even if it is harsh, and I coagraoiate the 
traffic policeman for his alertness in 
enforcing the law and punishing the 
offender. He detained the driver and 
deprived him of five days’ freedom in 
order to deter him from repea ting the 

same mistake in the future. 

A few days before this incident. I had 
my first meeting with Jeddah's traffic chief 
Lt. Col. As' ad Abdul Karim over a card 
game at a mutual friend's house. He had 
seemed uneasy with my sloppy playing, in 
fact, expressed his dismay as an expert in 
the game. I told him I wished he had 
shown the same anguish over the rashness 
of drivers and their countless offenses. 

He gave a convincing reply. The traffic 
prisons in the city face an uneasy situation 
with rash, offending drivers being stuffed 
in daily, indicating that traffic officials are 
always on the alert, their chief being as 
serious in his work as he is in his hobby. 
Therefore, I hestitated to telephone him 
or ask a friend to speak to him about my 
car and driver especially when I knew that 
they were the officers" guests. I could not 
do so out of my regard for the seriousness 
of an official and my belief in the principle 
of equality before the law. I said to myself, 
“Let the offender have his share, for we. 
as citizens, ought to respect every official 
who is serious about the application of the 
law. We must not inconvenience him with 
our interference, especially since the job 
has become a source of amusement to a 
majority of officials. Many of them con- 
sider the law as nothing but merely a per- 
sonal mood lo be applied at one’s own 
whim." 

Notwithstanding all this, I blame the 
traffic department for the fact that those 
apprehended cannot contact their rela- 
tives to inform them about their fate. Such 
behavior not only disturbs the family, but 
also inconveniences security officials who 
have great difficult in tracing them. 

This is what happened with us. First we 
thought that the children and the driver 
had met with some mishaipon their way to 
the school. But when wc received a nega- 
tive report from the accidents department, 
we suspected the driver and giave all the- 
details to the officials. It was only after two 
days that we knew that the driver and car 
were enjoying "state" hospitality. Our 
minds were set at rest and we hastened to 
seek God's pardon for our misapprehen- 
sions. but only after two days!

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‘Won’t defy political ban 


Bhutto’s wife, daughter freed 


KARACHI, April 9 (Agencies) — 
Pakistan's martial- law government Tues- 
day released the wife and daughter of 
executed Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto from house arrest, authorities 
announced. 

They gave no reason for lifting the 
decree against Nusrat Bhutto and her 
daughter. Benazir, but the action came 
one day before the Sind High Court was to 
hear an appeal by the two women chal- 
lenging the detention order. 

Mrs. Bhutto and her daughter were 
arrested in Karachi on Oct. 1 6 and placed 
under house arrest by the government of 
President Muhammad Zia ul-Haq. 

Gen. Zia led a military coup that over- 
threw Bhutto on July 5. 1 977. Bhutto was 
imprisoned and later was convicted of 
ordering the assassinaton of a political 
rival in 1974. The man marked for death 
escaped but his father was slain in the 
ambush. 

Bhutto was hanged April 4. 1979. 

His widow and daughter, arrested two 
months before the execution and jailed at 
a police camp near Islamabad, were freed 
in May 1979. They flew to their home in 
Karachi and Bhutto’s People’s Party 
quickly elected Mrs. Bhutto as party 
chairman with Benazir as her chief aide. 

They were placed under house arrest 
months later in a crackdown on political 
agitation. 

Only one political leader now remains 
in detention. He is retired Air Marshal 
Asghar Khan, head of the Centrist Tehrik 
Isdqlal Party, who is also appealing his 
arrest to the Punjab High Court in Lah- 
ore. 

After her release. Benazir said Wed- 
nesday she and her mother had no inten- 
tion of defying the martial law ban on 
political activities. 

She told newsmen at her late father’s 


villa that both of them were out of touch 
with current affairs. 

On her future plans, the 2 S -year- old 
Miss Bhutto said, ’First of all I will have to 
do a lot of serious thinking. We need to be 
briefed by our friends on the presenL situa- 
tion in the country and abroad.” 

Asked whether she and her mother 
would defy the ban on political activities 
Miss Bhutto said. "The question of taking 
pan in politics in the present circums- 
tances does not arise." 

She added: ”1 am trying to formulate 
my ideas. I am thinking of setting up a 
non-political academy which might hold 
seminars and symposia on the life and 
work of my father.” 

The proposed academy would also 
encourage research on Mr. Bhutto's ideas 
on art. culture and other matters. Miss 
Bhutto said, adding that her family would 
like to build a suitable mausoleum for him 
in Larkana. 

Although she had wanted to do some 
writing during her detention Miss Bhutto 
said she had not had the" facilities to collect 
material. "We were allowed to have. only 
four Pakistani newspapers, but no foreign 
journal or magazine. ” she added. 

She and her mother had kept fit by phys- 
ical exercises and passed the time in gar- 
dening. farming and housework, but her 
mother had been suffering from low blood 
pressure. Miss Bhutto said. 

She added that she was not afraid of 
being arrested again, nor had her views on 
national and international affairs changed 
during her detention. 

On the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan Miss Bhutto said "I do not have 
enough informaton to comment on this 
sensitive matter. Moreover it would be 
wTong for me to speak on this subject 
without consulting my friends" 


Assad asserts 
PLO support 


DAMASCUS. April 9 (R) — President 
Hafez Assad has affirmed Syria's continued 
support for the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization ( PLO) when he received a commando 
team led by Yasser Arafat. 

An official announcement Tuesday night 
said Arafat, chairman of the PLO Executive 
Committee, was accompanied by two other 
commando leaders. 

It added that discussions covered the sum- 
mit conference of Arab leaders opposed to 
Egypt’s peace moves toward Israel to be held 
soon. 

Palestinian sources here had said the sum- 
mit would be held in Tripoli on Saturday and 
be preceded by a foreign ministers meeting of 
the "Steadfastness and Confrontation Front, 
two days earlier, also in the Libyan capital, to 
prepare for the conference. 

But the Palestine news agency WAFA said 
Tuesday that the possibility of holding the 
summit would be decided in the light of the 
outcome of Thursday’s meeting. 

The summit had originally been set for 
March 2S in Damascus, but it was postponed 
after Libyan leader Col. Muammar Qaddafi

Fighting in N'Djamena Wednesday went 
into its 1 8th day as forces loyal to President 
Goukouni Oueddei battled with those of 
Defense Minister Hissene Habre. 

So far about S00 people have been killed 
and 2,000 wounded. 

The fighting was particularly intense in the 
northeast area of the town near a strategic 
gendarmerie barracks close to a French air 
force base where 1,100 French combat 
troops are stationed.

KUWAIT. April 9 (Agencies) .The foreign 
ministers of Kuwait and South Yemen held 
talks here on bilateral issues and the current 
situation in the region, it was announced 
Wednesday. 

Salem Saleh Muhammad of South Yemen 
was to leave the country later for Syria and 
Libya and it is believed that his discussions 
centered on the rising tension between Iran 
and Iraq.

The fighting ended in December 1 975 but the 
animosity between the two countries 
remained.

Rightists release UNIFIL hostages 


U.S. congressmen visiting Algeria 


BEIRUT, April 9 (R) — Right-wing 
Lebanese militiamen bowed to diplomatic 
pressure Tuesday and released six Irish hos- 
tages they had threatened to kill unless Irish 
peace-keeping troops withdrew from a vil- 
lage in southern Lebanon. 

A United Nations spokesman said the 
rightists had earlier opened fire on Irish 
troops surrounding the village, sparking off 
the second gun battle within than 24 hours. 
One Irish soldier was wounded Tuesday and 
one Monday. 

He said the rightists had freed their hos- 
tages after efforts involving several quarters, 
including the International Red Cross. 

Diplomatic sources said that the release 
followed contacts with the Israeli govern- 
ment which finaoces. arms and controls

WASHINGTON. April 9 (AP) — 
U JS .President Jimmy Carter once again used 
high-ranking officials in his administration 
Tuesday to assert pressure on U.S. Olympic 
offidals to vote quickly to support his 
demand for an American boycott of die 
summer games in Moscow. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance said he told 
a 2Va-hour meeting of 40 athletes and offi- 
cials that “I could think of no single peaceful 
action which could so fully and forcefully 
mdicatethe importance that we attach to this 
matter than their support of their govern- 
ment* s position on the Olympic boycott.” 

Vance’s comments came a day after Carter 
sent a message to members of the UJS. 

Liverpool win 
boosts First 
Division lead 

LONDON, April 9 (R) — Colin Irwin, a 
22-year-old reserve defender, helped champ- 
ions Liverpool move four points dear of 
Manchester United in the English Division 
One Title chase by scoring in the 3-0 home 
defeat of Derby. 

Irwin, deputizing for the injured Alan 
Kenney, put Liverpool ahead m the 20th 
minute. England international David John- 
son added a second in the 49th minute and a 
Keith Osgood goal sealed Derby’s fate. 

Both Liverpool and Manchester United 
have five league matches left. 

Sunderland are the new leaders of the Sec- 
ond Division after their 2-1 away win at 
Shrewsbury. Bryan Robson’s 18 th goal of the 
season and a Stan Cummins free kick earned 
them a maximum six-point haul over East- 
ern. 

In Scotland Premier Division leaders Cel- 
tic suffered their second successive defeat, 
losing 3-0 away to Dundee United. They hold 
a five-point lead over Aberdeen, who have 
played two games fewer. 

Meanwhile, in leeds, controversy is brew- 
ing between television and football teams. 
Television companies have had their football 
on the cheap for too long and the time has 
come for English Football League dubs to 
make a stand on the question of wearing 
sponsors’ names on shirts, said Jimmy Adam- 
son, the Leeds manager. 

Adamson said Tuesday that television has 
had an uneasy relationship with football for 
several years and another clash seemed to be 
on the way over televising matches involving 
teams wearing sponsors’ names on shirts.

They also met with the news media in an 
effort to gain public support of the president 1 s 
position. 

In a message sent to USOC President 
Rober J. Kane and members of the House of 
Delegates, released Tuesday by the White 
House, Carter said. "In these circumstances, 
a USOC decision to send a team to Moscow 
would be against our national interest and 
would damage our national security. 

“It would indicate to the Soviets — and the 
entire world that the U.S. lacks the resolve to 
oppose Soviet aggression. It would be per- 
ceived as a vindication of the Soviet action, 
and you can be sure that the Soviets would so 
portray (U.S. presence.)”

Navratilova and Chris 
Evert are the only other women to hold 
front ranking under the computer system. 

In other second-round action, four seed 
Kathy Jordan defeated Joanne Russell, 
62, 7-5, and 14-year-old Andrea Jaeger 
defeated Raquel Giscafre of Argentina, 
6 - 1 , 6 - 0 . 

Australian-born Evonne Goolagong, 
second-seeded in the tournament, begins 
play Wednesday against Sharon Walsh.

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DANGEROUS TURN 

The Baghdad bombings, and the retaliatory expulsion of 
thousands of Iranians from Iraq, mark a very dangerous turn 
in the protracted crisis between Iraq and Iran.The situation is 
such that the smallest incident might precipitate a regional 
war. 

Iraq's main complaint against Iran is shared by the Gulf 
states. It is of constant attempts by the Iranian revolutionary 
regime to interfere in the affairs of all the neighboring coun- 
tries. The aim is to export Iran’s own brand of revolution, in 
complete disregard of the differences in the situation between 
Iran under the rule of the former Shah and that in those 
countries. 

j The bitter irony in this is that one of revolutionary Iran’s 
main complaints was foreign interference in its own affairs, 
vrfule it is the revolutionary regime now which attempts to stir 
up trouble across the borders. The Iranian leadership makes 
; bo secret of its endeavors in this direction; in fact it boasts 
| about them continually. 

While the Gulf states refused to retaliate in kind — some 
deeming it impolitic, others for fear of further antagonizing 
their powerful and turbulent neighbor — Iraq seems both 
unwilling and unable to turn the other cheek. Iran's prop- 
aganda against Iraq has been especially virulent. 

The Arab side had for a while hoped that the hostile prop- 
aganda issuing out of Iran was the work of the more militant 
elements within the ruling circles; and that it does not neces- 
sarily represent the official Iranian view. But these hopes were 
soon dashed when President Bani-Sadr himself began making 
statements of thoroughly undiplomatic and inflammatory 
Mature. He has gone so far as to call for the overthrow of the 
jf-aqi regime. 

The ATab side realizes that the situation in the area is 
complicated and dangerous enough without this further threat 
of an Iranian-Iraqi confrontation. The only hope in avoiding 
this lies in Iran's Arab friends — and here one is primarily 
thinking of Libya and the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion — being able to influence the Iranian side towards a more 
moderate stand. 

COVER FOR INACTION

■ (foe hostages held in Tehran, caused by Ayatollah Khomeini's 
elision to leave the militant students in charge of the hos- 
tages- threatens to relegate the wider and more dangerous

On the one hand, this was not unexpected. Public passion in 
jfee United States is running very high, following the disap- 
pointment of hopes for a speedy release of the hostages, or at 
feast their transfer to the more accountable custody of the 
Iranian government. And. this being presidential election 
year, the incumbent has to be seen to heed and act on the 
public mood, if his reelection chances are not to be impaired. 

On the other hand, and taking the longer-term view, pres- 
ent preoccupation with the Iranian question could be used as a 
cover for continued inaction over the dangerous deadlock 
reached on the way to peace in the Middle East. Events there 
are once more drifting toward an explosion, with all that this 
implies to world peace and world economy; while all that the 
Camp David side has to offer is the prolongation of the 
moribund taLks between Egypt and Israel beyond their dead- 
line on May 26. 

Both Israel and Egypt have clear vested interests in this 
paralysis. Egypt, because Sadat has alienated his brother 
Arabs to such an extent that it is easier for him to soldier on 
hopelessly rather than admit to failure; and Israel, because the 
time wasted in talks is the best cover for time gained in 
tightening its grip on the occupied territories. 

This leaves the United States, withput whose sponsorship 
(this “peace process" would not have been able to start. The 
United States, as it intermittently seemed to recognize, stands 
to lose a great deal. Its persistence in backing the unjust, and 
in any case patently failing, settlement as conceived in the 
Camp David accords, cannot but put at risk all its interests in 
the area. 



Mugabe snubs Kremlin’s overture

LUSAKA — 

An attempt by the Soviet Union to make a back 
door entry into Zimbabwe before independence on 
April 18 has been firmly rebuffed by the prime 
minister designate. Robert Mugabe. 

On March 13 a Soviet embassy official in Lusaka 
approached the British High Commission asking 
for visas to Zimbabwe for the deputy Soviet foreign 
minister, Leonid Ilyichev, and his party, who were 
about to start an Africa tour. 

As Ilyichev was still in Moscow the embassy offi- 
cial could not produce passports to accompany the 
application and British consular officials told him 
that the application should be made in Msocow. 

No application was made then. But on March 27 
immediately after Ilyichev arrived here, the Soviet 
embassy formally approached the British High 
Commission for visas. The application was referred 
to Britain’s governor, lord Soamcs, in Salisbury. 

The message to Salisbury crossed with one from 
the governor’s office saying that they had received 
an approach from "one of the political parties" in 
Zimbabwe asking for visas for Ilyichev and his 
party. 

Lord Soamcs had consulted Mugabe, who had 
pointed out that the Soviet Union was one of more 
than 90 countries invited to send representatives to 
tire independence celebrations and it would there-- 
fore not be appropriate for Soviet officials to come 
before independence. 

The political party which had made the approach 
in Salisbury was Joshua Nkomo’s Zimbabwe Afri- 
can People's Union IZAPU1, which Moscow sup- 
ported during the guerrilla war. The approach has 
irritated its partner in the coalition government, the 
Zimbabwe African National Union (ZANU) led by 
Mugabe, which received no support from Moscow 
or its bloc allies because it was being helped by 
China. 

Mugabe’s clear-cut victory in Zimbabwe is a 
major setback to Soviet foreign policy in the region 
and Ilyichev's dufhsy handling of the situation, 
including the announcement, without consulting 
Mugabe, that his country would establish an 
embassy in Salisbury after independence, has done 
nothing to endear Moscow to ZANU. 

Before arriving here Ilyichev visited Mozambi- 


que and Tanzania. In Mozambique he sounded out 
officials about a pre- independence visit to Zim- 
babwe and was told he must consult Mugabe. He 
chose not to do so. 

In Tanzania he complained about that country’s 
vote at the United Nations over Afghanistan. In 
blunt terms he was told that Tanzania had two 
concerns: that Afghanistan had been a nonaligned 
nation before the Soviet invasion and that that 
action had brought U.S. warships into the Indian 
Ocean, which most countries bordering it wanted to 
keep as a zone of peace. 

Reactions from leaders in the region make it 
obvious that the Soviets could not have chosen a 
worse representative than Ilyichev for the delicate 
task of trying to establish relations with ZANU. He 
is thoroughly disliked by Mozambique's leadership, 
and only a year ago. when he was visiting, Maputo, a 
member of his delegation told Mugabe that ZANU 
was a splinter group (it broke away from ZAPU in 
1963) which should re-join ZAPU. 

Ilyichev’s extraordinary bungling came in the 
wake of Mugabe taking a conciliatory position 
toward Moscow. In the first interview he gave after 
being elected a month ago. he said that, although he 
would not prompt Moscow to create better rela- 
tions, he would not deny them the opportunity to 
“cultivate a better relationship with us” and 
become “friends." 


President Nyerere of Tanzania and President 
Machel of Mozambique tried for three years to 
persuade Moscow that ZANU was doing the bulk 
of the fighting in the guerrilla war and that if the 
Soviet Union was serious about helping the libera- 
tion of Zimbabwe it should support ZANU as well 
as ZAPU. 

■‘But Moscow refused to believe us. They did not 
even give Mugabe one pistol or one bullet We were 
the ones who passed Soviet arms on to ZANU," a 
senior Mozambique official said. 

Now Moscow wants Mozambique and Tanzania 
to help them establish a bridgehead with ZANU. 
“ We have told them that they have to apologize to 
Mugabe, to admit that they got it wrong and say 
they want to start on a new footing," another offi- 
cial said. 

Ilyichev “was also tiyfng to find out how the 
Kremlin computers got it wrong," the official said.

LOS ANGELES — 

In a wealthy suburb of Orange County, south of 
Los Angeles, a 1 5-ycar old recently drove the fam- 
ily car into a freeway flyover support, killing him- 
self. Later, parents found a suicide note in his room. 

At a high-school graduation ceremony, a 17- 
ycar-nld stepped on to the podium, announced. 
"This is the American way", and shot himself 
before horrified parents. 

After scrawling a message that "Nobody loves 
me", an eight- year old girl slashed her wrists, swal- 
lowed the pills in the family medicine cabinet, then 
tried to hang herself. 

“It's like an epidemic." says a worker at LA's 

Suicide Prevention Center,. 

School- age Americans — children, teenagers, 
and college students — are killing themselves at the 
rate of 5 .UlH) a year in an upsurge of suicide which is 

at its mi>st serious in California, the state where 
things tend to happen first and worst 

Figures disclosed in Los Angeles last month show 
continuing growth in a self- destructive trend that 
has mental health experts baffled. Throughout the 
sprawling LA Basin. 109 youth suiddes were 
reported in 1979. up 15 over the previous year. 
Sociologists believe the figure may be higher, since 
cases are often disguised as "accidents" by parents. 

Among young Americans nationwide, suicide is 
now the No. 2 cause of death — after aeddents. The 
teenage toll has doubled in the lasr 10 years. In the 
1 (Ho 1 3-year age group over the past five years, the 
increase was 30 per writ. Deaths of children under 
IU are almost always registered as accidental on 
grounds that the youngsters fail to understand the 
meaning and finality of death. 

But several hundred suiddal children between 
five and 13 have been treated in recent years at 
hospitals such as the University of California's 
Neurn- Psychiatric Institute and Irvine Medical 
Center. "There's such a demand for adolescent 
beds." says one doctor. 'They're getting hard to 
find." 

Why. in this hedonistic golden state, are so many 
children sunk in despair? Psychiatrists blame above 
all rising divorce rates and the "break-up of the 


nuclear family." Dr. Donald Summers, a leading 
University of California specialist. says: “ Most suic- 
idal' youngsters we see are from broken homes. 
Divorce hurts a child — regardless of age — worse 
than a parent's death." 

Other experts speculate that the postwar “baby 
boom" has caused a sense of “overcrowding" in this 
generation, leading to competitive traumas and 
feelings of worthlessness and alienation when fail- 
ure comes in the busy educational mill. 

Life in the East Lane in California intensifies the 
problem. Nationwide last year some 30.000 people 
took their own lives — about 1 2 per 1 00.000. In LA 
and San Frandscn that rate was 50 per cent higher. 

“Everyone here comes from elsewhere," says 
Ms. Ruth Doughtoq. of LA’s Suicide Prevention 
Center. “If it isn’t working, move west! Southern 
California has more uprooted lads, more one- 
parent families. more crowded schools, more drugs, 
the biggest teenage alcohol problem." 

Peer group pressure worsens the broozeand pills 
syndrome, which compounds depression and self- 
hate. 

The plague cuts across social. economic and 
racial lines, in the past two decades, as blacks have 
made major social and economic strides, the suicide 

rate for young blacks has risen sharply. Among the 
least-educated, rates arc lowest. 

Alarm over the trend has led to creation of hun- 
dreds of suiddc "crisis centers” and telephone hot- 
lines across the U.S. The LA center, operating 
round the dock, seven days a week, answers up to 
50 calls a day. around 18.000 a year. 

In California, mental health authorities arc mak- 
ing innovative efforts to counter the problem. New 
programs in schools alert teachers to warning sign- 
als and offer counselling to students. Research on 
methods of dealing with the suiddal is under way at 
universities. "Befriending programs” send volun- 
teer workers inti i the lives of "loners" — those from 
broken homes. Pilot studies with "repeaters” — foe 
every suiddc there are an estimatted 50 attempts — 
have been initiated, testing anti- depressant drugs. 

But experts in the field complain that their work, 
and staffs, arc being cut by funding reductions 
resulting from a wave of tax-slashing measures trig- 
gered by California’s Proposition 13. — (OFNS)

The reason, those familiar with Soviet policy in the 
region believe, is Russia's ambassador to Zambia. 
Vasili Solodovnikov. 

“He advocated a policy of penetration of Zim- 
babwe through ZAPU long after most people real- 
ized ZANU was doing most of the fighting and that 
ZAPU could not win the elections." one diplomat 
said. “The Russians are just as fallible as everyone 
else and they've made a real mess of this one.” 

Solodovnikov, one of the Soviet Union's leading 
Africa academidans, is expected to be replaced 
soon, sources believe. 

The only recent Soviet breakthrough in the reg- 
ion has been with Zambia. Reports say Moscow has 
just completed a large arms deal which includes the 
sale of 16 MiG 21 fighters. This is causing concern 
in Salisbury, where it is believed that the only pilots 
capable of flying the Mi Gs in Zambia are a ZAPU 


group who recently completed training in Russia. 

Mugabe is expected to insist that all ZAPlTs 
trained personnel are returned to Zimbabwe and 
sources said that trainloads of ZAPU guerrillas 
began going south last week. 

Mugabe and President Kaunda, despite major 
differences in the past, got on well at last week's 
economic summit here and. given Zambia's 
reliance on Zimbabwe’s communications routes, 
there is little choice but to send the ZAPU fighters 
home. 

Even the Soviet breakthrough with the arms sale 
here has been clouded by Kaunda' s departure last 
week, for a Far East tour which includes China and 
North Korea. After the Angolan debacle, when it 
backed the wrong horse. America was forced to 
re-think its Southern Africa policy. Now it is Mos- 
cow's turn. — (OFNS)

In a 
front-page story, Al Nadwa 
reported the assassination of two 
Soviet generals in Afghanistan, 
and farther highlighted the oppos- 
ition of the European Common 
Market and Japan to boycotting 
Iran. Arab League Secretary 
General Chadli KJibfs statement 
in Abu Dhabi that the European 
stance will have a positive effect 
on the U.S. attitude toward the 
Middle East crisis appeared prom- 
inently on the front page of Ohs. 
while AI Yom gave front-page 
coverage to Sadafs statement that 
no comprehensive solution to the 
Middle East crisis could be found 


without Carter's participation. 
Newspapers commented on a 
Lebanese paper’s recent remarks 
on the Kingdom's policy toward 
Jerusalem and the Middle East. 


They said that the Lebanese 
paper's rumors only represented 
lies and fabrications circulated by 
the puppet newspaper inside the 
Arab world and abroad. The pap- 
ers reiterated that the Kingdom 
would never give up its firm line in 
regard to Jerusalem and other 
Arab and Islamic issues. They also 
referred to the current talks in 
Washington between Presidents 
Carter and Sadat and urged the 
Arab states to oppose any attempt 
to play with Palestinian rights.

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Going home again to a Queens childhood

NEW YORK — The gold lettering above 
the heavy glass and wrought-iron door was 
the same as when 1 had seenit nearly 50 years 
ago: “The Seneca.” 

The four-story brick building on Menahan 
Street in the Ridgewood section of Queens 
where I lived as a child was named after 
Seneca Avenue, a cobblestone street a block 
away where lurching trolley cars dattered 
their way to Brooklyn. 

Before I entered the building I looked up 
out of habit to the top floor window where my 
mother often sat watching the neighborhood 
activity below her. 

The heavy front door swung noiselessly on 
its hinges and I stepped into the tiled ves- 
tibule, facing a gleaming battery of mailboxes 
and doorbells. I looked for Apt. 16 and saw a 
strange name in the slot. 

I pushed tiie botton and an answering click 
opened the second door that led to a long 
hallway and marble stairs leading up through 
the building. 

As I climbed each floor 1 could remember 
some of the families who had lived there long 
ago, Emil Ritter, who once owned the build- 
ing, Ted Stoll, a friend who went all through 
World War Q as a marine artillery officer 
only to die in a traffic accident with his wife 
shortly after his wedding, a cop by the name 
of Riordan. and Mrs. Karle, a friend of my 
mother. 

■I was sure that after 50 years the Seneca 
and the surrounding neighborhood would be 
victims of neglect and decay. But I was 
wrong. The old box-like building was just as I 
had remembered it, dean, well cared for, 
dignified. 

The handrails on the iron bannisters 
gleamed with fresh varnish. The tile floor was 
spotless and the metal fire doors at each 
apartment looked newly painted. 

As I neared the top floor, I saw standing in 
the open doorway to Apt. 16 a bewildered 
elderly man and his wife, both staring at the 
winded stranger who had rung their bell. 

I tried to explain that I had lived in their 
apartment years ago and would like to have 
another look at it for sentimental reasons. 

With his wife tugging at his sweater the 
man shook his head emphatically and dosed 
the door. 

But as long as I was on the top floor, I 
climbed the last flight of stairs, unbooked the 
door and stepped out on the roof. 

The day was sparkling dear. The Manhat- 
tan skyline 10 miles away across Brooklyn 
and the East River stood out starkly. 

1 could pick out the neighborhood streets 
whose names still have a warm ring. Grove, 
Bleeker, St. Nicholas, Cornelia, Stanhope, 
Woodward, de Kalb, even Onderdonk. 

When we lived on Menahan Street the rent 
was $ 48. Today it ranges from $200 to $250. 

Our apartment had five rooms, two bed- 
rooms, a dining room, the front room (We 
didn t call it al living room because much of 
the year it was too cold to live in) and a 
kitchen and bathroom. 

The only heat came from the coal stove in 
the kitchen and gas heaters. The only way to 
live inexpensively and in comfort during the 
wi nter months was to trap all the stove heat in 
the kitchen, dose that room off from the rest 
of die apartment and stay there. 

In those days when it came time for my 
brother and me to go to bed we would 
undress in the Iritchen, sprint through the 
living room and down the haQ to the bedroom 
and dive under an icy weight of blankets. The 
route was reversed in the morning, trading 
the warm bed for the Iritchen and hoping you 
didn't forget anything in your flight and have 
to make a return trip.

We were emigres to Ridgewood from 
Greenwich Village in search of living space, 
which was fast disappearing in Manhattan. I 
suppose my father was seeking suburbia, and 
in a sense He found it Ridegewood, some of 
its streets lined with Ducth elms, was about 
10 miles from the city. 

Thousands of Europeans bad had the same 
idea earlier and moved out of New York’s 
slums to the open spaces of Long Island. The 
job market attracted large numbers of Ger- 
mans to Ridgewood. They remain. 

There was a distant thunder of war in 

Ridgewood in the early 1 930s when squads of 
young uniformed Nazi Bu odists gooses tep- 
ped along Menahan Street on Sunday morn- 
ings. 

The cadence calls, the singing of the grim- 
faced youths and the domping of their jack- 
boots were marking a new era. We children 
just taunted and laughed at them. 

The marchers crossed Onderdonk Avenue 
and filed into a German hall named 
Ridgewood Hall. 

There is no way of telling whatever became 
of the young marchers, but Ridgewood Hall 
eventually became Fitzgerald's Saloon. 


Pro-Nazi activity in the neighborhood was 
always under control, and there was no viol- 
ence in the streets. 

A favorite pastime in Ridgewood was what 
my mother used to call "banging out the win- 
dow” to watch the activity in the street 
.From her Iritchen my mother could keep 
track of the time by looking at the dock in St. 
Atoysius Church a few blocks away and the 
tallest structure in Ridgewood. 

Some days women in the windows would 
be serenaded by small German street bands 
in exc h ange for a few coins tossed down. The 
musicians caught the coins in their caps while 
they played. 

Leather- lunged fruit and vegetable ped- 
dlers with horse-drawn wagons would hawk 
their prodace arouad the neighborhood, eye- 
ing the windows on both sides of the street so 
as not to miss a sale. 

The women in the windows would bargain 
by shouting, toss the money down to the ped- 
dler, who would then send a kid upstairs to 
make the delivery. 

By “hanging out die window" the women 
of the neighborhood could also keep tabs on 
local menfolk "crushing the growler.” 


The “growler” was a metal bucket, which a 
man could have filled at the neighborhood 
cafe. In a German neighborhood like 
Ridgewood there was at least one such water- 
ing hole at every intersection. 

Stern’s was a hole-in-the-wall “candy 
store** on Seneca Avenue where I started my 
paper route, 1 delivered die Stoats -Zritung 
and the Harold, popular German-language 
papers. Stem would fold the papers, scribble 
the customer’s name on each one and admon- 
ish us to drop them off at right house, not on 
the sidewalk, not on the stoop, but in the 
hallway. 

Stern also sold magazines, cigars, penny 
candy and cigarettes, including loose cigaret- 
tes for a penny each. To dear the heads of his 
early morning customers Stem placed a can 
of snuff on the counter and invited them to 
have the first pinch of the day on the house. 

Stem's store is still there but no one 
seemed to know what happened to my first 
boss. The current owner sells the same sort of 
merchandise, bur snuff is no longer free for 
the early birds. Nor will she open a pack to 
sell loose cigarettes. 

One German paper is no longer published 


and the other is no longer home delivered. ■ 

The Stems lived in cubbyhole quarters at 
the rear of their tiny store, and everyone who 
traded there used to say that as soon as you 
entered the place you "could tell what they 
were having for dinner. 

From the turn of the century, Ridgewood 
had a reputation a* a baseball town. Any 
vacant lot relatively free of weeds and stones 
became a Sunday ball park for sandlot teams. 
It cost spectators nothing more than a few 
coins when the hat was passed for the players. 

When l lived iu Ridgewood the Farmers' 
Oval, a real ballpark, was within walking dis- 
tance of my home. The home team was 
named the Ridgewood Farmers as a reminder 
of the days when most Ridgewood people 
were just that. The team played every Sun- 
day, with double headers on holidays. 

For an admission price of ’5 cents, w hen 
you couldn't sneak in or shag a ball that had 
gone over the fence, you could see the 
hometown team play such semi-pro teams as 
the Springfield Greys, the Bearded House of 
David, the Cuban All Stars, the Bushuicks, 
the Empires and the Bacharach Giants. 

The Farmers' Oval is now Mai era Park,

eye hunger strike 


HAVANA. April 9 (Agencies) — 
Thousands of Cubans crammed into Peru's 
embassy in Havana have threatend to go on 
hunger strike. 

The threat, they said, was aimed at drawing 
world attention to their demand to leave 
Cuba and the appalling conditions they are 
living in five days after they began flooding 
into the embassy grounds. 

They sent off petition at the same time to 
Pope John Paul asking him to help find a 
solution and to President Jimmy Carter 
appealing to him to grant them visas to enter 
the United States. 

Similar appeals went to Venezuela, Costa 
Rica, Spain and Peru, itself now planning to 
ask its Andean allies for help in coping with 
the crisis. 

The Cubans poured into the embassy last 
week when Cuban President Fidel Castro 
withdrew guards from the building after a 
series of attempts by would-be refugees to 
crash their cars onto embassy grounds. 

Conditions now are deteriorating. Hun- 
dreds of small children, many of them naked, 
lie in their own excrement and urine. 


Lavatories are inadequate and the fetid smell 
makes fears of an epidemic ever stronger. 

Cuba has said the refugees can leave as 
soon as another country gives them entiy 
visas. Pent said Tuesday night it could take 
only some of them. 

Castro has ordered a supply of box lunches 
to them but some have refused to eat them as 
they come from the Cuban government. 

The move by the refugees to start a hunger 
strike appeared to put what had been a 
sporadic protest on an organized basis. An 
emotional attack on the refugees was blasted 
out from the loudspeakers of a sound truck 
which toured Havana's Miramar section, 
where the embassy is situated, Tuesday. 

The message demanded that “the Bums, 
anti-social elements, delinquents and trash 
get out of Cuba." 

Cuba has offered safe conduct passes to the 
refugees to leave the embassy until their time 
comes to leave the country. Three thousand 
have been issued by the government in an 
apparent attempt to relieve the conditions in 
the compound.

Unions fined $1 m for New York strike 


NEW YORK, April 9 (R) — A judge has 
imposed a S 1 million fine on the unions rep- 
resenting 33.500 New York City transport 
workers who walked off their jobs nine days 
ago halting America's biggest public transit 
system. 


The judge declared that the strike by locals 
of the Transport Workers union and the 
Amalgamated Transit union was illegal and 
warned that he would impose more fines if 
the walkout did not end immediately. 


But after state Supreme Court Judge John 
Monteleone imposed the fine Tuesday and 
ordered that it be paid within a week, union 
leaders vowed that the strike would continue. 


The strike has forced millions of New Yor- 
kers and commuters to find alternate means 
of getting to work. The dry's streets have 
been jammed with extra cars, bicydists. jog- 
gers, skaters, hitchhikers and just plain

Stampede to embassy called 


sign of Cuba’s internal woes 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AFP) - The 
rush of 10,000 Cubans to gain asylum at the 
Peruvian embassy in Havana was eloquent 
proof that Fidel Castro's regime is up against 
deep-seated domestic problems, offidal 
sources and other observers agreed here 
Wednesday. 

The depth of Cuban discontent became 
dear when the minute the government lifted 
police protection from the Peruvian embassy 
on Friday, Cubans flocked in their thousands 
in the hope of quitting their homeland. 

The problem of Cubans seeking refuge in 
Latin American embassies with the idea of 
being granted safe passage out of Havana has 
caused diplomatic friction over the last few 
months, espedaily with Venezuela and Peru. 

The Venezuelan Foreign Ministry recently 
accused the Cuban government of violating 
or ignoring international conventions on 
political asylum. 

Cuba retaliated to the accusation by 
threatening to lift police protection from dip- 
lomatic missions in its capital, after several 
people were killed or wounded in shootouts 
which developed each time a group of 
Cubans attempted to force their way into an 
embassy. 

When the threat was made good, the 
results were spectacular and dramatic. 

Reliable sources here said Wednesday that 
the offidal Cuban position that nost of the 


10,000 were “hooligans, tramps and 
homosexuals" had only strengthened their 
conviction that the -incident was a genuine 
demonstration of mass discontent. Sate 
Department spokesman Hodding Carter 
publidy voiced this opinion Tuesday. 

The Cuban derision to allow anyone to 
leave the island was also interpreted here as a 
government maneuver to deprive the 10,000 
packed into a tiny embassy garden of their 
refugee status, as defined by the United 
Nations High Commission for Refugees. A 
refugee is defined as someone fleeing his 
country to avoid persecution or actual 
danger. 

Senior U.S. offidals pointed out Wednes- 
day that with crises simmering in much of 
Latin America, the embassy inddent had 
given a serious knock to Cuba's credibility as 
a “model society” and an example for Latin 
America and the entire Third World. 


These offidals noted that the flood of 
refugees had also dealt a hefty blow to Cas- 
tro's personal prestige, espedaily in his 
capacity as chairman of the non-aligned 
movement. 

Commenting on this role Wednesday, the 
Washington Post wrote: “Economically, 
sodalist Cuba is even more colonially depen- 
dent on a angle export crop than pre-Castro 
Cuba.” 


them said they had been jeered at or beaten 
by neighbors who are loyal to the Castro gov- 
ernment. 

They said members of neighborhood 
Committee for Defense of the Revolution 
had held meetings in front of the homes of 
refugees who had temporarily left the 
embassy on safe conduct visits. 

While the refugees awaited help, more 
than 200 tons of relief supplies sat idle in a 
Miami warehouse after the Cuban govern- 
ment rejected offers of international aid. 

Accoridng to the Red Cross, the food, 
media ne. clothing and more than S 32,000 in 
cash were donated in an outpouring from 
Cuban exiles. All we need is for Fidel to say 
okay,” said Rolando Beceira, a newsman at 
WQBA. a Spanish -language radio station 
that collected the supplies. “We have six or 
seven or eight planes at our disposal." 

But word relayed through the Red Cross 
indicated the Castro government did not 
want help. 

Anibal Irastorza. assistant manager of the 
Dade County chapter of the Red Cross, said 
the organization's international committee in 
Geneva, Switzerland, contacted the Cuban 
government to offer aid for the refugees at 
the embassy. 

“Their response was that they were able to 
take care of the people in the embassy, that 
they had enough supplies, that they would 
not accept any international assistance," Iras- 
torza said. 

Radio Havana denounced the embassy 
throng Tuesday as “parasites, vagrants and 
bums who endanger the security of diploma- 
tic immunity, as well as the lives of our sol- 
diers. custodians of foreign embassies.” 

“Let the vagrants go,” said the broadcast 
monitored in Miami. It said hundreds of 
thousands of other Cubans were speaking out 
in a “spontaneous reaction” supporting the 
Castro government. 

In Miami and Tampa. Florida, Cuban 
exiles flooded streets and city parks Monday 
night in demonstrations of support.

Colombia negotiators seek agreement

round of talks with guerrillas. 

Usually well-informed sources said at least 
two parallel negotiating sessions might take 
place- 

One was officially scheduled for 1400

spokesperson, Colombian government offi- 
cials and a representative of the hostages. 

The other session could take place inside 
the embassy itself and be a face-to-face

“Comandante Uno.” and 
a representative of perhaps as many as ten 
countries believed willing to assure a ransom 
payment to free their diplomaic personnel, 
the sources said. 

The double sessions could not be con- 
firmed through official spokesmen but the 
newspaper El Espado reported that ten coun- 
tries, including Brazil, Israel and Switzerland, 
were ready to make a payment, or had 
already done so. The report cold not be con- 
firmed independently.

Amateur bomb-hunters head for Laos 


BANGKOK. April 9 (AP) — A small 
jroup of Americans with a steel-plated farm 
rector is headed for the Plain of Jars in Laos.

Fred Swartzendruber of the Mennonite 
renxral committee, who comes from Pennsyl- 
vm a and now works in the Laotian capital of 
Vientiane, said the tractor is already in Laos 
and mil make its first run through a field of 
uMxploded bombs in the next week. 

“We're going to take it up, find and area, 
, take it out, and see what happens," he said. 
The tractor will be driven by a Lao volunteer. 
- He -said that after months of trying, the 
itennonhes have had little success in obtain-

ing technical advice from the U23. govern- 
ment. Now that they tire actually sending 
their tractor into fields of explosives, be said, 
“We're hoping that some government will 
intervene and say. *We' can’t have all these 
amateurs messing around. Let us do it right.” 

The Plain of Jars in the central Laotian 
province of Xieng Khouang was one of the 
most heavily bombed areas during the 
Indochina war, on effect a free- fire zone 
against suspected Pathet Lao hideouts and a 
dumping ground for bombers returning to 
Thailand from unsuccessful missions over 
North Vietnam.

There was almost no movement around the 
four-story embassy building near the national 
university Monday except for delivery of 
food and medical supplies by Red Cross 
workers.

Of 56 
original hostages, 35 have been released and 
one escaped. 

Thirteen ambassadors, five additional fore- 
ign consular officers and two Colombians 
remain inside along with an estimated two 
dozen or more captors. 

There were signs following a Holy Week 
lull that both sides were more anxious to 
progress in the talks. 

The young guerrillas who originally 
demanded the release of 311 persons from 
Colombians 50 million dollar ransom and safe 
passage for all out of the country, reportedly 
have whittled down the request. 

Government sources say the captors have 
now presented a “non-negotiable” list of 28 
prisoners they daim are held for political 
reasons by the government. 

A usually reliable source indicated that the 
guerrillas have asked Red Cross to negotiate 
some of the demands. 

Colombia has said that it holds no “politi- 
cal prisoners" and that the persons guerrillas 
want freed are criminals who must be judged 
in courts. However, the government has 
taken several steps to expedite trials. 

The ambassadors and acting ambassadors*' 
held are from Bolivia, Brazil, Dominican ; 
Republic, Egypt, Guatemala, Haiti, Israel. 
Mexico, Paraguay, Switzerland, Uniteo 
States, Vatican and Venezuela. 

Tito’s condition 
continues grave, 
doctors report 

BELGRADE, April 9 (AP) — President 
Josip Broz Tito’s doctors said Wednesday 
there were no si g ns that a new attack of 
pneumonia was spreading. 

“The health condition of President of the 
Republic Josip Broz Tito remains very 
grave," they said in their brief daily advisory. 

The 87-year-old president’s doctors said 
he was still suffering from a high temperature 
and they were continuing intensive measures 
to keep him alive. 

Tito’s doctors the day before had reported 
a new infla mm ation of his lungs, only two 
days after they said he had almost beaten a 
case of Pneumonia first reported Feb. 23. 

The elderiy Yugoslav president is also suf- 
fering from kidney failure, heart weakness 
and internal bleeding problems — complica- 
tions which developed after the Jan. 20 
ampatation of his left leg. 

Tito, hospitalized for an 89th straight day 
Wednesday, has been kept alive by an artifi- 
cial kidney machine since last Feb. 22 -Doc- 
tors have never described the other intensive 
measures they say they have been using for 
weeks. 

“The pneumonia is not showing signs of 
spreading further,” the doctors said Wednes- 
day in their advisory, reported by the national 
news agency Tan jog. 

Doctors did not say if the fever was related 
to die pneumonia. One week ago, they had 
blamed it on blood contamination which the 
official advisory did not describe.

Young Rhodesian guerrillas 

Former school-breakers await free classes 


SALISBURY. April 9 (AP) — “Lion’s 
Road’ Mangwende. a teenage guerrilla 
whose speciality was to close down 
Rhodesian schools, hopes now to benefit 
from the fledgling socialist government’s 
pledge of free education for all. 

“Some of . us were fighting for more than 
freedom and the vote." he says of the bloody 
seven-year war that cost some 20.000 lives, 
most of them guerrillas. “Some of us were 
fighting for the right to school place? and 
jobs.” 

Mangwende. 18, fled his eastern 
Rhodesian village of mud huts a year before 
the ceasefire last December to join guerrillas 
fighting for control of their country, previ- 
ously ruled by a white minority. 

Three months before British- supervised 
elections in February he was captured by 
Rhodesian soldiers, interrogated and freed 
under an amnesty. 

“All I want now is a teacher and some 
books," he says, expressing the sentiments of 
thousands of other young blacks. 

They pin their hopes on the montii-old 
government of Robert Mugabe, an avowed 
socialist who was bead of the Zimbabwe 
African National Union (Patriotic Front fac- 
tion), whose forces Mangwende fought with. 

Mugabe, 56, has made free education for 
all children and young adults a priority of his 
-government. 

“The biggest challenge facing us is the 
re-opening of the schools." says his 34- 
year-old education minister. Dzingai 


Mutumbuka. who taught refugees and guer- 
rilla recruits in Mozambique bush camps 
throughout the war. 

Ironically, it was guerrillas like Mang- 
wende and others loyal to either Mugabe or 
rival Patriotic Front leader Joshua Nkomn 
who set education back. In their efforts to 
undermine civil authority, guerrillas dosed 
hundreds of schools, affecting some 480.000 
pupils, half the school population. 

Before that, education was largely a 
privilege of the 25(L000 whites. SomeS 751 a 
year was earmarked for each white child aged 
5 to 1 5 under compulsory education, while $ 
68 was allocated to each of the blacks lucky 
enough to get into classrooms'. 

A quarter of all black children never 
learned to read or write. 33 out of 108 
finished only primary school, six out of 100 
weni to secondary school and only three out 
of 100 got through four years of secondary 
school. 

The result is that half of the seven million 
inhabitants are illiterate or semi- literate. 

Minister Mutumbuka has promised ro 
re-open schools closed during the war. build 
new ones and convert other public buildings 
for education. 

The government has even taken over as 
dassrooms several beer halls where blacks 
traditionally gather to exchange gossip over 
plastic buckets of porridge-like com brew. 

“ What every man has always wanted apart 
from the vote was education for his kids.” 
says Cel e meat Mukarati. 54. He has spent

for five children. Blacks jnd whiles hu\e trad- 
itionally paid annual school Ices ul'$ nil. 

Many independent African governments 
made similar promises only to find thjl cash 
shortages forced lens of lliou sands nt chil- 
dren to remain in rustic villages, lending the 
family cattle, sheep and goat herds or tilling 
the land for corn, cusavu and \egciablcs. 

After independence from Briuin April 18. 
Mugabe's government is expected to spend 
heavily for education, which previously 
accounted for about one- tenth of an annual 
budget of some S 1.5 billion. 

Mugabe, who holds six degrees earned 
from correspondence studies while a 'politi- 
cal prisoner of the former while- minority 
government, has spoken out often on the 
need for universal education. 

His ministers and advisers, many former 
guerrillas who fought the war by night and 
studied in hide-outs by day. are working out 
other plans to bot*si the economy so newly 
educated blacks will find jobs. 

Mugabe aides say he is anxious iO avoid the 
mistakes of past governments which in the 
period of 1969-1975 produced some 
170.000 graduates and only 33.00U jobs. 

Like many other blacks in a similar plight. 
Mangwende hopes new schools will open 
soon. 

“I just want to be educated like those other 
people who never fought in the war.” he says. 
"If I can't, why did I fight.'”

U.S. trade,

Businessmen urged 
to monitor situation 


WASHINGTON. April 9 (AP) - A tax 
break for Americans working outside the 
United States was urged Tuesday by Reubia 
Askew, President Jimmy Cartel’s top nanon 
international trade. 

It would be one. .way," fie said, to help 
reverse the decline of the United States in its 
position as a world trader. He put the present 
system of taxation at the top of his list of 
‘export disincentives." 

Emphasizing that he was speaking from a 
personal viewpoint and nor for everyone in 
the administration, he said: 

•‘The current provisions discourage 
Americans from competing in foreign mar- 
kets and encourage those Americans who do 
compete to hire non- Americans to work for 
them. Neither of these results is in our 
national interest," 

Askew was speaking to the Chemical 
Manufacturers’ Association. Queried after 
his speech, he said the U.S. government is 
being '‘penny- wise and pound-foolish” on 
this tax issue. Firms operating outside the 
United States, he said, have to send out 
enough managers to support their growth, 
and he made it clear that he feels the tax 
provisions discourage them from doing so. 

But Askew said he sees no chance for a 
change in the present system unless there is a 
general tax bill put before the U.S. Congress. 
Carter has opposed a general tax cut. Several 
bills have been introduced in Congress to 
help Americans living abroad, but no hear- 
ings have been scheduled on any of them. 

Under the present system. Americans 
residing in other countries pay taxes on the 
income they get from the United States, sub- 
ject to special deductions for increased living 
costs in other countries. But many other gov- 
ernments collect no taxes at all on their citi- 
zens working away from their native land. 

Many American companies have found 
they have to compensate their employees for 
the extra tax burden if they want them to take 


jobs outside the United States. They have 
lobbied heavily to get the law changed;' 

The reference to taxes' 'was one of two 
points that drew'applause during Askew’s 
speech, Tffe other came when he promised to 
use ail U.S. rights under international agree- 
ments to get trade concessions from Western 
Europe in return for the decision to let Bri- 
tain limit its imports of American synthetic 
yarn. 

“We hope we can reach agreement with 
the Europeans on compensatory conces- 
sions,” he said, "primarily in the same pro- 
duct sector, and thus offset the trade damage 
to the United States. If not, we will pursue 
our rights under the GATT, which allows us 
to suspend the application of substantially 
equivalent concessions or other obligations 
to the trade of either the United Kingdom or 
the European community.'" 

GATT stands for the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. 

The dispute has arisen because American 
synthetic yams are made largely from pet- 
roleum. Since the U.S. government holds 
down the price of domestic oil, the yams are 
cheaper when they are sold in Europe than 
they otherwise might be. The European 
community — the Common Market — in 
Brussels therefore has granted Britain the 
right to hold down imports from the United 
States, thus protecting British yam makers 
from American competition. 

Askew added afterwards that he had been 
“in touch with Brussels” over a ruling by a 
court in Milan that would hold down U.S. 
exports of yam to Italy as well on the ground 
they had been dumped below a fair price. 

Under Common Market rules, decisions of 
this kind are made centrally for all nine 
member countries: France. West Germany. 
Belgium, Holland. Denmark. Ireland and 
Luxembourg as well as Britain and Italy. 

Askew assured the businessmen he would 
follow the situation closely and asked them to 
keep his office informed whenever they hear 
about violations of international trading 
rules.

Nuclear power to cut French oil 


PARIS, April 9 (R) — France is stepping 
up its construction of nuclear power stations 
in a bid to cut its dependence on imported oil. 

The program. also designed to help restore 
an increasingly' adverse trade balance, has 
been undeterred by protests from ecologists. 

New plants being built include plutoniumr 
fuelled fast breeders. President Valery Gis- . 
card D’Estaing’s government just unveiled a 
plan entailing unprecedented investments 
aimed at reducing the contribution of oil to 
only one-third of the total energy require- 
ment by the end of the decade, compared 
with two thirds five years ago. 

Under the plan, the share of different 
sources of energy by 1990 will be oil 30 per 
cent. compared with 56 per cent in 1979, coal 
and gas, 30 per cent (unchanged from last 
year), nuclear powerJO per cent from 4.5 per 
cent in 1979. other sources^indudiiig hydro- 
electric power, 1 0 per cent, an increase of 0.5 
per cent from 1979. 

Barring any new oil pries rises this year, 
France's energy import bill inrfwHing oil. gas 
and coal is estimated at 1 10 billion francs ($ 
24 billion) compared with 82.5 billion francs 
($ 18 billion) last year. 

The French face a -record trade deficit 
approaching 50 billion francs ($11 billion) 
this year, largely due to higher oil and raw 
material prices and a sharp appreciation of 
the dollar, government officials said. -

. He said there is a glut of 2 million barrels a 
day of crude oil indie world, and this will 
cause spot-market prices to decline in the 
foreseeable future. 


NEW YORK. April 9>( AP) - A cutoff of 
Iranian oil shipments to U.S. allies joining in 
sanctions against the country would have its 
greatest impact on Japan, sources said Tues- 
day. 

The cutoff was hinted by Oil Minister Ali 
' Akbar Moinfar. who said Iran's answer to 
economic pressure from U.S. allies “would 
be the same answer we gave the Americans.' ' 

Iran last November ordered a halt in ship- 
ments of oil to the United States as the crisis 
escalated over the holding of hostages in the 
U.S. Embassy in Tehran. 

Iran’s action was followed by President 
Jimmy Carter's ban on purchases of Iranian 
oil by U.S. companies. 

A reliable U.S. government source, who 
asked not to be identified, estimated Iran's 
daily oil ■ production at about 2.5 million 
42-gallcm ban-els. Iran exports about 1 .5 mil- 
lion to 2 million barrels of its oil output, he 
said. 

Current production is down from 5.2 mil- 
lion barrels a day in 1978 and 3.1 million 
barrels a day at the end of 1979. 

Japan obtains 550.000 barrels a day — 
about 10 per cent of its oil needs — from I ran. 
the source said. Western European nations 
Import 600.000 barrels a day from Iran. 5 per 
cent of their oil use. he said 

Bnt the worldwide impact of a cutoff may- 
be softened, in the opinion of one industry- 
analyst, because buyers are about to reduce 
their purchases, of Iranian oil anyway.

‘We will kill spies-hostages’ 


TEHRAN. April 9 ( AP) — The militants 
occupying the U.S. embassy in Tehran Wed- 
nesday threatened to kill their 50 American 
hostages — “bum them into ashes" — if the 
administration of U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter takes any military action against Iran. 

The militants' threat came as U.S. officials 
were hinting at a naval blockade or mining of 
Iran's ports if Carter's new economic and

diplomatic sanctions fail to free the hostages, 
who were in their 158th day in captivity 
Wednesday. 

“In the name of God the avenger we 
plainly warn the criminal government of the 
United States that if it undertakes even the 
smallest military intervention in Iran we will 
kill all the spies- hostages together and we 
emphatically warn the respected U.S. nation 
that the criminals of the U.S. administration 
will be directly responsible for such an 
event." said the militants' statement, carried 
by Tehran Radio. 

In the early days of the crisis the militants 
said they would kill the hostages if the United 
States made a military attempt to rescue 
them. They said they had rigged the embassy 
compound with explosives. 

inter Wednesday. Iran’s official news 
agency Pars carried another militant state- 
ment declaring, “We wil] burn into ashes the 
spy hostages and the building they are living 
in iF we see any suspicious military move or 
the least military attack by the U.S. against 
the territory of Iran." 

Ghotbzadeh. interviewed by American 
television networks Wednesday morning, 
said he doubted that the Iranian government 
could stop the embassy militants if they 
decided to carry out their threat, “But I hope 
we never go to that end.” 

In Washington, Carter administration offi- 
cials declined to make immediate comment 
on the threat. In the past. Carter has warned 
of severe retaliation if any hostages are 
harmed. 

In another development Wednesday, the. 
former Shah left a Cairo military hospital and 
moved to the Kubbeh Palace in the Egyptian 


capital. He reportedly will stay there for a few 
days. 

His doctors said ’the exiled Shah, whose 
cancerous spleen was removed in surgery two 
weeks ago, was recuperating well. He is suf- 
fering from cancer of the lymph system and of 
the liver, which the doctors say will be treated 
with drugs. 

Carter has appealed to America’s Euro- 
pean allies to join the United States in cutting 
off exports to Iran, but so far none has 
showed any signs of giving more than vocal 
support to the reprisals. 

The foreign ministers of the nine European 
Common Market nations are to meet in Lis- 
boa. Portugal, Wednesday night to begin 
consultations on the Iran crisis. 

Iran ships 550,000 barrels of oil a day to 
Japaa 250,000 to Britain and 400.000 to 
other Western European nations. The 
Tehran regime has threatened to deny ils.oO 
to any who join the United States in cutting 
off shipments of food or other necessities. 

Algeria will represent Iranian interests on 
the United ScatesToIlowing the expulsion of 
Ir anian diplomats-, official sources said in 
Algiers Wednesday. The diplomats departed 
by the Tuesday midnight deadline set by Car- 
ter. 

The sources, quoted by the National news 
Agency, said Iranian authorities had made 
the request and that the Algerian govern-, 
meat has agreed. 

In Bern. Switzerland, the Swiss Foreign. 
Ministry said the United States has asked 
Switzerland to represent U.S. interests in 
Iran following Washington’s decision to cut 
off all diplomatic relations.

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LONDON, April 9 (AP) — Do yon have 
enough to do at work? If not, a British 
psychologist says it may be hazardous to your 
health. 

Peter Ware of the state Medical Research 
Council has found that boring, dead-end or 
unimportant jobs can be just as stressful for 
employees as those whidh are over-loaded 
with responsibility. 

Ware calls it “deprivation strain.” He says 
the problem affects mostly blue-collar work- 
ers, although anyone who suffers from a lack 
of challenge at work is vulnerable. 

“Deprivation strain is showing signs of 
increase,” Ware warned. "We have found 
that employees who have relatively meaning- 
less jobs are significantly more likely to be 
potential psychiatric cases.” 

If this trend continues. Ware asked, “May 
we yet see government health warnings in the 
job vacancy columns?” 

The reserach results of Wart’s social and. 
applied psychology anic at die University of 
Sheffield appeared in the latest issue ofAfjuitr 
ma g az in e, a British journal for general prac- 
titioners. 

Ware said that advances in technology have 
made many jobs more routine and less 
demanding. At the same time, businesses are 
sometimes forced by union pressure to keep 
employees on their payroll though there is 
nothing for them to do. 

His advice to anyone whose job is a 
breeze? Work elsewhere. 

“Paid inactivity can seem attractive ini- 
tially, but more and more employees are feel- 
ing locked into this rather surprising form of 


deprivation and are seeking help.” Ware 
explained. 

After alL most people are introduced and 
described to others in terms of their job title: 
having the job apd die titipbuf not the work 
can gnaw at a conventional worker’s self- 
esteem.” Ware says you may soon suffer 
from "deprivation strain” i£ 

— Your job lacks variety. 

. — You go home feeling as if you didn't 
accomplish a thing; 

— Your work bas no impact on other peo- 
ple’s lives. 

— You have no freedom to make choices 
on the job. 

— You know die chances of getting ahead 


Ware and his psychology team of 20 gave 
out questiooaires to T,500 British workers, 
most of them blue- collar laborers toiling in 
factories, construction work or similar jobs. 
They found what Ware called “a dear statisti- 
cal parallel” between the amount of chal- 
lenge employees have at work, and their 
image -of themselves. ■ 

“In this day and age, work is a major part of 
people’s lives. It is a measure of how useful 
you are in the world,” Ware said. 4 * If you feel, 
yon are doing your best at work, it wOl affect 
how much you like yourself and your overall 
mental health.” 


The symptoms of “deprivation strains" 
come in different forms. Most of the time, 
workers get depressed- feel anxious, lose 
interest in the* world around them and can’t 
cope with even simple problems.:

Aleppo hotel plays host to exotic visitors 


ALEPPO. April 9 (AP) — Mystery writer 
Ag^'ha Christie could not have dreamed of a 
nrv. - provocative cast of characters than 
hai s Aleppo's Braon's Hotel, one of the 
me . notable watering holes on the tracks of 
the orient Express. 

V, ,ien the author of Murder on Ac Orient 
Express signed the leather-bound guest regis- 
ter at the blue- shuttered, dressed stone 
Baron's a few years ago, she doubtless took 
note of previous guests T.E. Lawrence (of 
Arabia). Iraqi King Faisal, aviator Charles 
Lindberg. Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, 
Cardinal Spellman and boxer Gene Tunncy. 

There have been no murders here. Bur the 
narrow, arched entrance to the Baron's, 
barely wide enough to admit proprietor 
iGikor Mazloumian' shattered ’5b Chevy sta- 
tion wagon, has seen royalty, generals, mil- 
lionaires. writers, diplomats, peace makers 
and astronauts in its 69 years. 

Even today's visitors to this4,0D0-vc2r-old 
city spurn more modem accommodations for 
the Baron s mahogany-paneled dining room, 
its brass chandeliers and doorknobs, oriental 
carpets and arched doorways flanked by 
stone columns — all of which recall a day. 
barely 30 years ago. wheu guests used to 
shoot ducks in the gardens outside. 

Apparently they do not mind danang with 
Mazlouraian s platinum blonde golden 


retrievers. Caesttr inn L.ilptimia whoseemto 


be innocently playing underfoot or sniffing in 
tandem at every turn. 

Bora the year before the hotel was opened 
in 1911. Mazloumian remembers seeing 
Lawrence and many other great Baron's 
guests. 

“I think a lot of these people came through 
Aleppo because the orient express used to 
split into two parts here: the better half went 
to Baghdad and the other to Beirut.'' said 
Mazloumian, a natty dresser with a British 
wife and a British accent that, to the Ameri- 
can ear at least, is perfect. 

Gene Tooney passed through Aleppo in 
the late 20’s, on the trail of an automobile 
expedition to Peking sponsored by the 
French manufacturers Citroen and National 
Geographic magazine. The Citroen car had 
tank tracks instead of rear wheels. 

“Tunncy had a calling card that identified 
him as a special assistant to the governor^ of 
the state of Connecticut and his wife was with 
him — absolutely smashing woman,” said 
Mazloumian.“Thcy had heard that ray father 
had a few cases of rare German wine. Bern 
Castellowvon Dokka Lola, or some thing like 
that. They bought them all.” 

American millionaire David Rockefeller, 
riio stayed at the Banins just tirree years 
. ago, wrote in the register: "If s a great pleas- 
ure to come back to a hotel like the Baron’s 
34 y-ars aft-- my first visit during World Wat 


Mazloumian recalls that the Baron’s bar- 
man refused to believe Rockefeller was Roc- 
kefeller. 

The Baron's elegant terrace, tall-cei tinged, 
bedrooms and heavy teak doors have been 
royalty from aD comers of Europe: King Gus- 
tave Adolphe and Queen Louise of Sweden. 
Queen Ingrid of Denmark. Prince Peter of 
Greece, Lady Louis Mauntbatten of Eng- 
land, to name but a few. 

Latinate names in the guest list register the 
term of the French mandate in Syria, after 
Lawrence's time. A crop of Vichy French 
names spring up with the rise of Nazi Ger- 
many, later to su r r en der during the Second 
World War to British generals with n<imes 
like Slim. Sprars. Auchinieck. Templer. 

Cardinal Spellman slips incongruously into 

the war years, trying to arrange a truce bet- 
ween the allies and the Nazis, unsuccessfully. 
Mazloumian remembers. 

On April fooTs Day. 1914. Lawrence of 
Arabia, who then was leading the Arab revolt 
against the Turks, wrote on Baron's station- 
ery to his family: “Another letter from this 
beautiful hotel, whose face you must be get- 
ting to know by heart.’’ 

The bill of the great Englishman is framed 
in a dusty showcase in a sitting room of the 
Baron's lobby just over ’ 76 gold Frend) 
francs. . 


LONDON, April 9 (R) — The U.S. dollar 
fell sharply against major currencies Wed- 
nesday largely because of belief U.S. interest 
rates had reached their peak, dealers said. 
Gold prices rose. 

“Everyone is now scrambling to sell dol- 
lars," one dealer commented. 

Renewed tension between Iran and the 
United States also caused a lessening of con- 
fidence in the dollar and added to the nerv- 
ousness of trading. 

The dollar fell to 1.5965 West German 
marks from peaks of more than 1.97 marks 
during early trading Tuesday. It also dropped 
sharply against sterling, the Japanese yen and 
' the Swiss and French francs. 

Soaring interest rates in the United States, 
caused by a credit squeeze against inflation, 
brought on fervent dollar buying by investors 
in recent weeks. As a result the value of the 
currencv shot up on foreign exchange mar- 
kets. 

But investors now apparently believed the 
buying of dollars had gone too far, currency 
dealers said. LeadmgU-S. economic analysis, 
including the chairman of a major bank. 
Citicorp, have Said that U.S. rates have 
readied their peak. - 

The fall of the dollar Wednesday continued 
a trend set late Tuesday. It traded Wednes- 
day at 43750 French francs compared . with 
4.5297 about mid-day Tuesday. In the same' 
period it feD to 1.8075 Swiss francs from 
1. 8650 and 254.75 yen from 260.12. 

Increased tensions in the Middle East anti 
Iran also helped the gdld price. lifting it to $ ; 
547 an ounce compared with $ 528 Tuesday. 

Concern that thegfewrag US. _ Iranian dis- 
pute might rebound 0a XlS- allies, particu- 
larly Japan. Tucsday pusfced down the value 
of the. allies curreociei. 3apap relies heavily- 


on Iran for its ofl supplies.
